26, 2011, the sixth time that the show has been held in this, the birthplace of the A.T.A. It was held at 
the Sheraton Milwaukee Brookfield Hotel, which is west of the city close to Highway 94. The motto for 
the show was “R U WISCONSCIOUS” As usual, there were cacheted covers with three designs and a 
special cancel, designed by Dave Bennett and available at the ATA table. On June 25". the United 
States Postal Service issued a single commemorative stamp (44 cents) for Mark Twain, and although the 
official First Day ceremony was held in Hannibal, Missouri, a First Day ceremony took place at the 
show on Saturday at 9:00 a.m. Chris L. Lazaroff, President of the American First Day Cover Society, 


had designed a special First Day of Sale cancel for the stamp. 


There were 150 competitive exhibits, plus 34 exhibits in the Youth Champion of Champions 
competition, covering a wide range of subjects. The Jury had Ann Triggle as Chief Judge, Nancy Clark, 


Joseph A Frasch, Elizabeth Hisey and Frederick Lawrence, with Robert Henak as the apprentice.
